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Carey calls 
ballot rumors 
‘blatant lies’

According to Huron Township 
Clerk Mary Lou Carey, the 
rumors going around town that 
she has illegally handled absen¬ 
tee ballots in the Nov. 6 election 
are “not true ... a blatent lie 
made up by people who know the 
truth of the matter, but prefer to 
try and discredit me and the 
township.” 

An administrator for the 
Wayne County Elections Bureau 


charge of the absentee ballots, 
it’s required by law. 

“When the absentee ballots 
come back in, I don’t touch them, 
and the people calling the elec¬ 
tions bureau know that. There 
would be nothing wrong if I did 
handle them, according to the 
law, but I make it a point not to,” 
said Carey. 

“You have to understand,” 
said the county administrator, 
“That there is a very, very deli¬ 
cate feeling between the clerk 
(Carey) and the person that won

agreed, saying, “we received 
calls from a few different people, 
including a township board 
member, all claiming possible 
improprieties which, after being 
checked out, were shown to be 
false.” 

Carey has been criticized re¬ 
cently by candidates Ralph 
Dugan and Doris Davis 

“There’s something wrong 
when a clerk that has been defe¬ 
ated is handling the absentee 
ballots, especially when she her¬ 
self is involved again in the cam¬ 
paign as she (Carey) is,” Dugan 
has stated. 

According to the elections 
bureau though, not only is it 
proper for the clerk to have 


the nomination from her 
(Davis). Doris Davis was behind 
the unsuccessful petition recall 
drive against Mary Lou a few 
years back. I’m satisfied that 
there is nothing to substantiate 
what was said.” 

Adding fuel to the fire, the 
county elections office was also 
called last week after a small af¬ 
ter-hours fire erupted in township 
hall and forced fire fighter to 
break in through the side door. 

According to one council mem¬ 
ber, it was noticed that one of the 
absentee ballots was missing. 

“It was not a voted ballot, it 
was a blank one,” said Carey, 
“and it was picked up by some-

Bedell, Lewkowicz differ 
over payment of taxes 


According to treasurer John Lewkowicz, the 
Romulus school district has been receiving their 
payments from the city’s tax collections “faster and 
on a more regular basis than last year.” 

Not so, says Superintendent of Schools Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Bedell. 

“That is just not true,” Bedell said, “not true at 
all. We’ve been getting our money on a much less 
regular schedule this year than last.” 

Bedell is scheduled to meet with Lewkowicz 
Thursday to discuss a payment schedule. A meeting 
scheduled for last Thursday was cancelled when 
Lewkowicz was called away to Lansing. 

“We are concerned about the timely delivery of 
the money,” Bedell said. “It isn’t an uncommon 
thing. It isn’t at all unusual to see this problem be- 
tween'cities and their school boards. 

“What has to happen is the board sits down with 
the treasurer and works out a payment schedule. 
That’s what we did last year when (Mayor) Beverly 
McAnally was treasurer, and it worked out fine. We 
received payments every two weeks in amounts that 
were mutually satisfactory. 

“If the city keeps control of the school money. then 
the city will profit on the interest that is rightfully 
ours, rightfully belongs to the school district.” 

Bedell said that the problem stems from the law 
regarding such matters, which states that “the 
schools should receive the money no later than 10

days after the city gets it.” 

“The problem is,” said Bedell, “is that it’s vague. 
Does that mean 10 days from when the taxes are 
collected or 10 days from when the city puts it in the 
bank? No one seems sure. 

“Technically, we could go to court and get the 
money exactly 10 days — to the minute — from when 
we should. What we’ve been able to do in the past, 
and what we hope to do with Mr. Lewkowicz is work 

something out.” . . 

Lewkowicz maintains that ms offices payments 

are more timely than past years offered the school 
district, and said that “if they (Bedell and the school 
board) want to go out and collect their own taxes, 
then fine, let them.” 

“We’re giving them a free tax collection service 
and they’re still griping,” Lewkowicz said, referring 
to the fact that the Romulus school systc- a pays no 
“collection fee.” 

“While it’s true that we d ,n’t pay a collection fee, I 
question the inference tha. any school district pays 
one. That’s something that is usually added onto 
property taxes,” said Romulus School District Busi¬ 
ness Administrator Joel Carr. 

“Every penny that the city has invested of ours is 
earning them money that is rightfully ours,” Bedell 
said. “We will pursue whatever legal channels that 
are necessary. We’ll give it one more shot (at Thurs¬ 
day’s meeting) from our end, and that’s all.”

one who thought it was an in¬ 
struction ballot. Word of that got 
out and before you knew it, 
they’re calling the county mak¬ 
ing all kinds of accusations.” 

The piece walked off with was 
one of four parts of a blank 
absentee ballot, and, according 
to Carey, “it was returned the 
next morning with apologies.” 

The ballot was pulled by Carey 
because of what she saw as a 
possible controversy. 

“The person who took the bal¬ 
lot did so by mistake,” said 
Carey, “they weren’t involved 
with all the lies and bull — 
Carey said that there have also 


been complaints that she and her 
unofficial campaign manager, 
Cookie Kowalski, had been “set¬ 
ting up shop in the back of a car,” 
giving out ballots. 

Carey claims that too is un¬ 
true. 

“The ballots stay at township 
hall until a signed, numbered re¬ 
quest for one comes in. These 
people calling the county know 
that.” 

“There is nothing wrong, no 
law against giving out applica¬ 
tions like that,” said the 
spokesperson for the election 
bureau. “In fact, the UAW and 
other factions do it wholesale in 
mass mailings. As long as the 


ballots themselves are not pas¬ 
sed out anywhere but township 
hall, then there is absolutely no¬ 
thing wrong with the procedure. 
We were told that it was ballots 
that were being given away, but 
a check proved that false.” 

According to Carey, the entire 
township looks bad because a 
“few people are out to try and 
discredit me. 

“I want to see a clean election 
on Tuesday (yesterday),” Carey 
said. “It’s just a shame that a 
few people had to start flinging 
mud with lies and such, because I 
always have and always will do 
what is best for Huron Township. 
This is a fine place to live.”

Huron cuts 

Huron Township residents 
will be getting a break on the 
cost of the water they use, 
according to an announcement 
by the Huron Township Water 
Board last week. 

The Water Board, made up of 
the members of the Township 
Board of Trustees, said that re¬ 
duction in water rates for resi¬ 
dents will be forthcoming. 

According to Clerk Mary 
Lou Carey, starting with the 
Nov. 1 billing, sewer rates will 
be reduced to 40 cents per 1,000 
gallons, and water rates will 
go down 8 cents per gallon. 
This will be retroactive, since 
the bill is for the three previous 
months of water and sewer 
usage. 

In other township news, rub¬ 
bish pickup may be switching 
from bi-weekly to weekly pick¬ 
ups. When bids were opened 
at the last regular township 
board meeting, the lowest bid 
for weekly pickup was only $4 
more per quarter (three 
months) than is now being paid 
to have rubbish picked up ev¬ 
ery two weeks. 

“I’m going to recommend 
that the board go with this 
bid,” said Carey, “and offer it 
to the citizens at the same 
price they now pay. The 
township has the funds avail¬ 
able to pay the extra.” 


BFI Industries, who is en¬ 
gaged in a lawsuit against 
Huron Township over a prop¬ 
osed landfill, was the high bid¬ 
der for rubbish pickup, and 


more than a few muffled 
laughs could be heard when 
their bid was read. 

“That takes guts, for them to 
even bid,” said one resident.

Now we must make a commitment to stay 
involved in the governmental process 
throughout the year. 

We need to communicate with our local, 
state and federal elected officials as impor¬ 
tant issues arise. Officials cannot react to 
public sentiment if the public remains 
apathetic. One vote every two or four years 
will not eliminate ineffective government 
... an ongoing line of communication be¬ 
tween the electorate and its elected leaders 
will turn campaign rhetoric into action. 

We, the voters, play the lead role in the 
Democratic process. Accountability is a by¬ 
product of citizen input, concern and press¬ 
ure on the White House, the State Capitol and 
city or township hall. 

Our effectiveness in fulfilling this obliga¬ 
tion will determine the success or failure of 
yesterday’s vote. The real work has just 
begun.

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Sense of direction 



“Those who fail to heed the warn¬ 
ings of history are destined to repeat 
its mistakes. ” 

By the time this column sees daylight, 
we will know who the ‘‘torch bearers” of 
the public trust known as political office 
will be. Those who labored these last 
months to unseat the incumbents, and 
have done so, will now test their own met¬ 
tle in the issues confronting society and its 
leaders. Those convincing souls who per¬ 
suaded the electorate they deserved to be 
returned to office to ‘‘finish the work be¬ 
gun” will now demonstrate through word 
and deed the integrity of the public trust. 

Those endorsed and those not endorsed 
by political parties, unions, PTAs and, 
yes, newspapers will show us whether the 
endorsements and the basis on which they 
were made were valid or not. Many have 
fooled the people once, but, as Lincoln said, 
‘‘You can fool some of the people all of the 
time and all the people some of the time, but 
you can’t fool all of the people all of the 
time.” 

Specifically, the point is, I guess, we too 
often fail to learn from our mistakes or 
from the mistakes of our predecessors. 
Sometimes that results from our failure to 
be informed. Those who are unaware, un¬ 
informed or misinformed of the lessons of 
history assume office and attempt to re¬ 
invent the wheel. 

Why can we not learn to profit more 
effectively from history? A rhetorical 
question, perhaps. Mercifully, most public 
office holders inherit staffs who are in¬ 
formed and, when retained, can provide con¬ 
tinuity and insight. 

Those retm nrd lo office offer a strong 
sense of continuity, although sometimes it 
might be an improvement if there were a 
little less adherance to policies of a time 
that has come... and passed. 


On the national scene, given the nuclear 
age we live in, the price we may pay for a 
lack of a sense of history could be fatal for 
all mankind. State government in the 
hands of the incompetent or uninformed 
can cost jobs, destroy or seriously damage 
the economy, the environment and the fu¬ 
ture of the state. Locally, the potential for 
damage can be less devastating for man¬ 
kind, but certainly may have a long- 
lasting impact. 

Many times, to be sure, it is the poorly 
informed electorate which errs in the deci¬ 
sion to pass a millage, save the farm 
lands, annex a township or convert a 
municipality into a new form of govern¬ 
ment. 

But the quality of leadership more often 
than not determines the electoratal action 
on a proposal or an issue. Our “leaders” 
are supposed to do just that... lead. Their 
function is to help us as a community, 
state and nation to establish a “sense of 
direction”. 

Bookstore shelves, motivational speak¬ 
ers, television, magazines and newspapers 
all scream at us to become ‘ goal 
oriented”. The message is a valid one. 
Elected officials need goals. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, like most mortals, they become con¬ 
sumed by complaints and “fire fighting”. 
That entails putting out the tallest “fire” 
first — and moving on to the next 
problem. 

They often become jaded. Lofty goals 
established on the campaign trail too often 
give way to the primary objective of re- 
election. Let’s hope when the dust settles 
from this election day, we will be blessed 
with leaders who possess the wisdom to 
lead and who will do so free from personal 
politics and petty rivalries. Let them not 
forget their charge, their campaign prom¬ 
ises and the lessons of history.

WCCC treated participants to 
tours of the campus facility, demonstrations in the laborator¬ 
ies, hot air balloon rides, cider and doughnuts, and live enter¬ 
tainment. The event’s theme, “Come fly with me at WC3,” 
promoted the unlimited capabilities of the human mind 
through education. College President Thomas Waters joined 
students, friends, college faculty and staff and local dignitar¬ 
ies in the celebration of fun and discovery. “We wanted to let 
the community know that we are here to serve their education¬ 
al needs,” said Associate Provost Milan Chonich. “The open 
house provided the initial opportunity for visitors to see what 
exceptional facilities and programs we have at the Western 
Campus.” 


programming favored by residents 


Wayne County citizens want 
the types of services offered by 
Wayne County Community Col¬ 
lege and many would even 
approve additional tax levies, if 
needed to continue the ser¬ 
vices, according to a State 
Board of Education survey. 

But many of the 400 Wayne 
County adults interviewed by 
phone in the survey admitted 
they knew little about which 
WCCC services actually were 
available, who governed the 
college, or how it was funded. 

Nearly eight out of every 10 
(79 percent) of those polled 
agreed with citizens surveyed 
in an earlier state-wide poll 
that a college education “is 
very important today.” 

The residents cited commun¬ 
ity colleges most often as the 
type of school best designed to 
provide adults with services in 
career planning and guidance, 
modern technology skills and 
remedial instruction in basic 
skills. 

“It’s heartening to know that 
so many Wayne County citizens 
want the type of services 
WCCC has has and that, in 
spite of the college’s past prob¬ 
lems, many have a favorable 
view of the college,” said State 
Superintendent of Public In¬ 
struction Phillip E. Runkel. 
“The task now is to ensure that 
residents know the services are 
available and are of high 
quality.” 

In addition to his role as 
State Superintendent, the 
legislature appointed Runkel as 
monitor of WCCC to coordinate 
efforts to solve the college’s 
managerial and financial prob¬ 
lems. 

When asked to rate how 
WCCC meets the community’s 
educational needs, 35 percent 
said either “good” or “excel¬ 
lent.” About 21 percent said 
“fair” and 11 percent said 
“poor.” 

Ratings were significantly 
higher among those persons 


who had been a WCCC student 
or had someone in their house¬ 
hold who was a student. About 
41 percent of this group gave 
“good” or “excellent.” ratings. 

The greatest frequency of 
low ratings was on the resi¬ 
dents’ opinion of how WCCC 
manages its money, with about 
27 percent giving a “poor” rat¬ 
ing. About 39 percent had no 
idea of how the college was fi¬ 
nanced (through property 
taxes, state aid and student tui¬ 
tion). 

But nearly half (49 percent) 
of the persons who were inter¬ 


viewed in early June said that 
if additional property tax mil- 
lage were needed to continue 
providing services, they would 
vote for it. 

The respondents were asked 
what type of school they most 
likely would attend if they went 
back to school. About 37 per¬ 
cent said a community college 
and 28 percent cited a four- 
year college or university. 
Three-fourths (75 percent) of 
those who might go back to 
school would do so on a part- 
time basis. 

A slim majority (51) was un¬ 


able to rate the performance of 
the WCCC Board of Trustees, 
and 97 percent could not name 
the trustee who represents the 
WCCC district in which they 
live. 

The survey, which was re¬ 
leased Oct. 30 at a meeting of 
the WCCC Monitor’s Advisory 
Committee, was conducted by 
thew State Board of Educa¬ 
tion’s Project Outreach staff. 
Under the scientific polling 
method used, sampling error 
most probably would not ex¬ 
ceed 5 percent one way or the 
other on any question.

County executive 
accepts airport 
expansion plan 


Wayne County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas, with recommenda¬ 
tions from the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) and the 
Michigan Aeronautics Commis¬ 
sion (MAC), has formally 
accepted a Master Plan prop¬ 
osed to chart the growth and 
development of Detroit Metro¬ 
politan Wayne County Airport 
for the next 16 years. 

Lucas recently gained juris¬ 
diction over the county’s two

major airports (Metro and Wil¬ 
low Run) with the abolition of 
the Wayne County Road Com¬ 
mission on Aug. 7. He accepted 
the three-volume plan, which 
culminates more than four 
years of effort by the Road 
Commission’s professional 
planning consultant, Trans- 
Plan, Inc. of New York. 

The Master Plan, which indi¬ 
cates direction of developments 
at Metro, the state’s major air¬ 
port facility, through the year 
2000, projects five major future 
development areas with a price 
tag in excess of $360 million. 

Lucas noted, however, that 
while the Master Plan is a 
“.. .very necessary part of any 
future airport development, all 
project must meet the tests of 
need and adequate federal and 
local funding. 

“This plan will guide us to an 
orderly and continuing develop¬ 
ment of Metro Airport — a 
county facility which has been 
‘user’ supported, without cost 
to general tax funds,” he 
added. 

The Master Plan is the final 
result of six alternatives consi¬ 
dered by TransPlan consul¬ 
tants, following months of 
study and input from local, 
state and federal agencies, 
committees, citizen research 
polls and public information 
meetings in surrounding com¬ 
munities. 

The five major recommenda¬ 
tions contained in the Master 
Plan for Metro and their esti¬ 
mated costs (1979 dollars) in¬ 
clude: 

(1) A new east-west runway 
located 6,550 feet south of the 
existing runway. Cost $37 mil¬ 
lion. 


(2) Extension of runway 3L, 
currently Metro’s longest run¬ 
way at 10,500 feet, to 12,000 feet 
— considered adequate for ful¬ 
ly-loaded long range non-stop 
flights. Cost $7 million. 

(3) Development of terminal 
facilities (current and new) in 
a phased program: 

(a) Add Finger “G” as an 
expansion of the existing 
North (Davey) Terminal. 
Costs $17 million. 

(b) Provide added parking 
in the existing terminal 
areas (by converting and 
adding to the current park¬ 
ing facilities and a new park¬ 
ing deck). Cost $12 million. 

(c) Provide an entrance to 
the south portion of the air¬ 
port (Eureka Road) with 
surface parking and shuttle 
bus connection to the ex¬ 
isting terminal areas. Cost 
$14 million. 

(d) Provide transporter 
system (underground sub¬ 
way-type) to connect the 
south parking area to the ex¬ 
isting three terminals. Total 
cost for tunnel and vehicles 
— $28 million. 

(3) Provide additonal ter¬ 
minal facilities in the south 
airport side as needed. Cost 
$104 million. 

(4) Further development of 
the General Aviation area on 
the east side (Middlebelt Road) 
of the airport, where some 
work has already started to 
construct taxiway access lanes 
aircraft ramp areas to serve 
tie-down and T-hangers yet to 
be constructed. Cost $1 million. 

(5) Air cargo development on 
the west side of the east-west 
runways. Cost $10 million. 

“This plan serves as a con¬ 
cise identification of the air¬ 
port’s existing facilities and 
professional projections based 
on exhaustive studies fo future 
needs for a facility that served 
over 11 million passengers last 
year,” said the county execu¬ 
tive. 

The Metro Airport Master 
Plan, and one for Willow Run 
Airport (adopted last year), 
costs a total of nearly $700,000. 
They were financed primarily 
with the Federal Airport and 
Airways Development Act 
funds, with additional financial 
assistance from the MAC and 
the Wayne County Road Com¬ 
mission.

Westlanders polish off Wayne in classic style, 21 ^0

The hallmark of any cham¬ 
pionship team is usually its de¬ 
fense and it was no different last 
Friday night at Kionka Field as 
the Rockets of Westland John 
Glenn defeated the Wayne 
Memorial Zebras, 21-0, to claim 
the City Championship Trophy 
for the 10th time in 14 years. 

“It’s a great win because the 
City Championship game is spe¬ 
cial for our players and impor¬ 
tant to our program,” said Coach 
Chuck Gordon of the Rockets. 


Played before a crowd of over 
2500 fans, the Glenn defense re¬ 
sponded to the challenge of the 
Wayne game by posting their 
fourth shutout of the 1984 season. 
The victory left Glenn at 6-3 for 
the season. 

But it was Glenn's offense that 
took on Wayne’s defense first. 
Winning the coin toss, Glenn got 
the ball at the Zebra 27-yard line. 
Tony Boles, the Rockets’ 6-1,180- 
pound tailback, carried the ball 
on the first two plays for a total 
of 6 yards. 

On third and 4, quarterback 
Steve Irwin took the snap from 


center Paul Pomorski, stepped 
back, and fired a bullet to Cass 
Simpson. The 5-11 receiver 
gathered it in, and raced down- 
field where he was stopped at the 
26-yard line. 

The play may have been a key 
play that set the tone for the en¬ 
tire game. Wayne’s defense, 
which has toughened the last few 
weeks, had stopped the Rockets 
on their first two plays from 
scrimmage and seemingly had 
them stymied. 

Eight plays later, the Rockets 
found themselves on the two- 
yard line thanks to Boles and full¬ 


back Dave Husak who muscled 
their way downfield. On fourth 
and one, Irwin converted for the 
first down .then went over for the 
score on the next play. Chris 
Piazza’s point-after was good, 
and the Rockets led, 7-0. 

But Wayne didn’t come across 
town to lose that easily. Starting 
at their own 22 yard line, they 
proceeded to move down the 
field keyed by the running of 
senior tailback Michael Jackson 
(5-11,170) and fullback Tim Mul- 
roy (Sr., 6-0, 190). Jackson got 
loose for a 22-yard scamper that 
got the Zebras to the 24-yard line. 


Then the Rockets defense took 
over. They held Mulroy to one 
yard, then Rick McCurdy (Jr., 
5-10, 193) dropped Matt Mason 
(Sr., 6-1,185) for a two-yard loss 
bringing up 3rd down and 11. 
Jackson picked up 8 of those 
yards before Glenn’s defense 
stopped him short of the first 
down marker. 

“Our defense really played 
well. The thing we were really 
concerned about was their run¬ 
ning backs. I didn’t really think 
we could shut them out,” said 
Gordon, “but our players played 
probably their best game of the

Canton beats Belleville, 15-8

Plymouth Canton bid Bellevil¬ 
le “good-bye” Friday night and 
neither football team will forget 
their last encounter for some 
years to come. It was a case 
where Coach Rich Barr’s Chiefs 
won the first quarter and Belle¬ 
ville claimed the last three. 

However, Canton’s 15 points in 
the first 12 minutes of the final 
game of the season secured for 
the Chiefs a 15-8 victory that 
boosted their record to 4-5, while 
Belleville’s dipped to 3-6 on the 
year. 

Since Canton isn’t scheduled to 
play coach Pete O’Neill’s Tigers 
next year or in the nearest fu¬ 
ture, the parting of ways re¬ 
ceived mixed emotions. 

“We’d like to meet them again 
next year,” O’Neill commented. 
“But I believe this was the last 
year we re scheduled to play for 
some time.” 

Canton is competing in an ex¬ 
panded Western Lakes Confer¬ 
ence that has accepted the ap¬ 
plications of Westland John 
Glenn, Livonia Franklin and 
North Farmington. 

Two big plays were the differ¬ 
ence in the Canton-Belleville 
finale. Canton scored on a 65- 
yard run by Tony Aiken who pul¬ 
led off the superb run on the 
second play from scrimmage in 
the first quarter. Dave Liuzzo 
managed to give the Chiefs the 


two-point conversion after he 
hauled in a high snap from center 
and went solo into the end zone. 

Canton scored what proved to 
be the winning touchdown on the 
last play of the first quarter. 
Fullback Matt Flower was 
sprung loose on a trap play, 
sprinting 54 yards for the touch¬ 
down. 

Belleville’s defense buckled 
down and didn’t allow the Chiefs 
any more yardage the rest of the 
evening. 

The Tigers came back in 
the third quarter with their only 
score. With 5:44 left in the period. 
running back Billy Armstrong 
tallied on a 55-yard sweep, his 
final TD of his prep career. 

A pass from quarterback Bob 
Spicer to Ron Goff accounted for 
the Tigers’ two-point conversion. 

“If you take away Canton’s 
two TD runs, we did an excellent 
job of controlling their offense,” 
O’Neill pointed out. “The last 
three quarters we shut them out 
and held them to only four first 
downs.” 

Belleville had an opportunity 
to get on the scoreboard in the 
first quarter when the Tigers 
marched from their own 30-yard 
line to the Chiefs’ 22 and gave up 
the ball on an interception.

Romulus leawes 
best for last

Romulus left its best for the last. And River Rouge suffered the 
consequences. 

With running back Vince Morris chalking up three more TDs — he 
had three touchdowns last week, too — the Eagles buried non¬ 
conference rival, Rouge, 32-0, to bring the curtains down on a 4-5 
won-lost season. 

“We re pleased at the way these kids finished,” said Romulus Coach 
Norb Glover. “There’s plenty of talent on this team and what’s even 
more encouraging is a lot of these kids will return next year. 

“We’re really enthused about the future of the program here,” 
Glover added. 

Romulus erupted for two touchdowns in the first quarter against 
the Panthers and the outcome of the game was never in doubt after 
that. The Eagles built on to their lead in the third quarter, making 
it 20-0 before coming back in the final frame of the 1984 season for two 
more touchdowns. 

Morris scored on runs of six, 18 and a 93-yarder. The spectacular run 
came in the fourth period on a counter trap after the Panthers set up a 
6-1 defense in hopes of stopping the explosive Romulus offense. 

“All Vince had to do was get past the line of scrimmage and it was 
paydirt after that,” Glover noted. “You'll be hearing a lot about this 
player in the future.” 

Morris rushed for 205 yards in 20 attempts. 

Romulus scored on the first play of the game from scrimmage when 
junior Billy Campbell slipped off-tackle and raced 62 yards into the 
Panther end zone. Then, Julian Cruze booted his first of two extra 
points. 

Bobby Slone accounted for the other Romulus score, a five-yard 
off-tackle TD run. 

Quarterback Jerry Whitehill, a freshman, played an exceptional 
game as he mixed passes with his ground attack. The rugged fresh¬ 
man could be the key to the Eagles' future success on the gridiron. 

Glover said that the “defense was just outstanding” and among the 
standouts were linebackers Bobby O'Day, David Bergman, nose 
guard Tracy Cline and halfback Slone.

Minutes of a regular meeting of the City Council of the City of Romulus, 
County of Wayne, Michigan (the “Council”), held on October 22,1984, at 8 
o’clock p.m.. prevailing local time. 

PRESENT: Members: Banks, Baumann, Bergeron, Block, Lambert, 
Wadsworth and Raspberry. 

ABSENT: Members: None 

The following preamble and resolution were offered by Member 
Bergeron and supported by Member Wadsworth. 

WHEREAS, the City of Romulus, County of Wayne, Michigan (the 
“City”), is authorized by the provisions of Act 450, Public Acts of Michi¬ 
gan, 1980 to create a Tax Increment Finance Authority; and 

WHEREAS, the City adopted a resolution of intent to create and pro¬ 
vide for the operation of a Tax Increment Finance Authority; and 

WHEREAS, public notice has been given and a public hearing held on 
the Resolution of Intent to Create a Tax Increment Finance Authority in 
accordance with the requirements of Act 450. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 

1. The Council determines that it is in the best interest of the City to 
create a tax increment Finance authority pursuant to Act 450 in order to 
halt a decline in property values, increase property tax valuation, eli¬ 
minate the causes of the decline in property values, prevent urban de¬ 
terioration, encourage economic growth and encourage neighborhood 
revitalization. 

2. There is hereby created, pursuant to Act 450, a tax increment finance 
authority for the City. The Authority shall be a public body corporate and 
shall be known and exercise its powers under title of “Romulus Tax 
Increment Finance Authority ’ 1 . The Authority may adopt a seal, may sue 
and be sued in any court of this state and shall possess all of the powers 
necessary to carry out the purpose of its corporation as provided by this 
resolution and Act 450. The enumeration of a power in this resolution or in 
Act 450 shall not be construed as a limitation upon the general powers of 
the Authority. 

3. The District in which the Authority shall exercise its powers as 
provided by Act 450 shall consist of the following described territory in 
the City, subject to such changes as may hereinafter be made pursuant to 
this Resolution and Act 450:

4. The Tax Increment Finance Authority shall be under the supervision 
and control of a Board of Directors consisting of 13 persons appointed by 
the Mayor subject to the approval of the City Council as established in 
Section 4(e) of the Act. 

5. All expense items of the Authority shall be published annually and 
the Financial records shall be open to the public pursuant to Act 442 of 
1976. 

6. Except as specifically otherwise provided in this resolution, the 
Authority shall have all powers provided by law subject to the limitations 
imposed by law and herein. 

7. The Fiscal year of the Authority shall begin on June 1st of each year 
and end on May 31 of the following year, or such other fiscal year as may 
hereafter be adopted by the City. 

The Board shall annually prepare a budget and shall submit it to the 
Council on the same date that the proposed budget for the City is required 
by the City Charter to be submitted to the Council. The Board shall not 
finally adopt a budget for any fiscal year until the budget has been 
approved by the Council. 

The Authority shall submit financial reports to the Council at the same 
time and on the same basis as departments of the City are required to 
submit reports. The Authority shall be audited annually by the same 
independent auditors auditing the City and copies of the audit report shall 
be filed with the Council. 

8. The Authority shall be deemed an instrumentality of the City. 

9. All resolutions and parts of resolutions, insofar as thev conflict with 
the provisions of this resolution be and the same, hereby are rescinded. 

10. This resolution shall be Filed promptly with the Secretary of State 
and shall be published once in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
City.

ney failure, heart attacks and 
strokes. The testing is limited 
to those over 18 years of age 
and persons who have not pre¬ 
viously been diagnosed as di¬ 
abetic. 

To assure an accurate test, it 
is important to eat a high car¬ 
bohydrate meal, one with large 
amounts of starches and 
sugars, two hours before the 
test. 

A good breakfast to have be¬ 
fore the test, for example, 
would be fruit or juice, cereal 
with milk and sugar, two slices 
of buttered toast with jam, and 
coffee or tea. A person plan¬ 
ning to take the test after lunch 
could have a bowl of soup, a 
sandwich, cake or pie for de¬ 
ssert, and a glass of milk. 

The meal should be eaten 
within a 15-minute time period 
and nothing else except water 
should be taken before the test. 
The name and address of the 
family physician is needed for 
follow-up. 

The most common symptoms 
of diabetes are excessive thirst, 


frequent urination, blurring vi¬ 
sion, constant hunger, or the 
slow healing of cuts and 
scratches. The disease, howev¬ 
er, may be present without any 
symptoms. People who are 
over 40, overweight, and blood 
relatives of a diabetic are par¬ 
ticularly urged to take the test 
since they are in the “high 
risk” group of those most likely 
to develop diabetes.
